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In the fast young age ih which we 
are living, 50 rapidly are new schemes 
devised and new inventions brought 
out that, looking in the older editions 
of our lexicons you fail to find their 
names, 80 you are obliged at times to 
invent a name. Hence failing to find 
my #ubject in «a Lexicon of the day 1 
have invented one—Chnrehanity—the 


good and the bal. 
I hoy Jorrfs it chnrchanity because 
rrimarily it has more to deat with er- 
roneons temporal economy than with 
siritnal alministratious 

With a few exceptions the ontlook 
of African Methodizm in some sections 
of our country is not as prosperons, 
nor as promising as it nsed to be 

There is a decline in +spiritual life 
and interest for soul-zaving in the 
churches —x falling off in the numbers 
of conversions and in the accessions 
of members. The Methodist class 
m-etings are waning in power- and 
the weekly prayer meetings have 
been abandoned in many of the 


charches. And nearly everything we 
own appears to be burdened with 
debt. 

This «piritnal decline is $een in 


localities, but its azgregate rexults are 
discoverable and felt throughont the 
connection as a whole, 


I 
THE PREMATURE CAUSES. 


To « large extent, I think, this 
declension may be traced, chiefly, to 
two canses: First, to the changed con- 
dition of our people, industrially 
and socially Second: to the 
promiſing temper and tendencies of 
the churches that have changed front 
and economic practices becanse —of 
these social changes. This subject 
may therefore be considered as to its 
local phases, and in its general con 
nectiona! bearings. 

Eman pation of the slaves in- the 
South threw open to the A M.E 
ebureh,-in a most_ propitions epoch of 
her history, possihilifies, the extent of 
which she found herself without a!n 
quate meaus to fully embrace. 

She was «ally in need of money and 
a «nficient number of efficient men 
She--was without the quality and 
quantity of church buildings, Sunday 
school appliances and educational fa- 
cilities. 

In this 
A; M 
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new and vast field the 
E. -churebh found herself in 
competition with other organi- 
zations, abundant in resonrees, 
ripe in experience, efficient 
in improved methods, and apphi- 
ances, and herself practically empty 
handed. 

But in the *pirit-and-love of Chrizt 
that deepens convietions of duty, with 
« firm trust in God, relying upon self- 
help and friendly aid, she went he- 
rojcly to this new field preaching the 
gospel to the poor. 

Her emptyhandness found here par- 
tial compensations in numbers of peo- 
ple who came flocking to her becanse 
of the kindred sympathies of race 
identity, and their longings for relig- 
ions freedom. 

She found here thousands of rea®y 
respondents whose cravings were for 


spiritnal liberty, wider fields for 
Christian nsefulness, and broader de- 
velopment. 


When found among & people with 
kben relish for things divine, spiritual- 
minded and of simplicity of heart, 
these ambitions and impulses are pow- 
erful backings to any good cause. 
They fire the heart and open the pock 
etbook to the canse of Christ. 

Chiefly to these is to be attributed 
the marvelous advance and develop- 
ment of African Methodism the past 
three decades. 

But conditions have changed and 
things are changing with them. As 
higher civilization comes among & 
people its vices as well as its virtues 
come with it. It brings its seculariz- 
ing influences as well as inspiring and 
refining tendencies. 

Social and business relationsbip in- 
cregse; responsibilities are more nn- 
merous; wants multiply; time is more 
largely drawn upon for other things 
than religion, «0 that temptations to 
8ubordinate religious matters to other 
interests become increasingly strong. 

Unless there is « proportionate 1n- 
crease of resources or revenue to 51s- 
tain the mnltipliod wants that « high- 
er cultivatiqn and refinement bring 
with them, ome interest will be maſe 
to suffer, and religion in the majqgity 
of cases is made the sufferer. 1 

Our people are now largely in this 
stage of advancement. They are ad- 
Van in taste and refinement, 50 85 
to feel needs and have desires in com- 
mon with more s people; 
but, like the woman, who, when 
a ' and 
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% mans.on hal only fif y cents to give 
on being askel by the ci-cait preg:h- 
er why it was, «aid, *when I was po wr 
[ had a five dollar heart, but now be- 
Lig rich, I have only « fifty cont heart.” 

Our people are not monopolizing the 
potions of lncrative industry to the 
extent of former years, nor are they 
opening or entering new ones to an 
extent to compenrate for those closing 
against them. 

This changed condition in our do- 
mestic and 8ocial life is exerting its in- 
luences npon our church life and npon 


our Christian character, . Our taste 
and our prides leal us to 
devire things as good and as 


fine as other people's. Hence thexe 
tendencies to over-reach the bonnds of 
the people's ability in buying, building 
or repairing churches. 

Our pride stimnlates ns to compete 
with the more wealthy and we are led 
into 1t contrary to the disciplinary a1- 
monition to let our meeting houses be 
plain. 

Still another canse, is that class of 
impracticable preachers who are am- 
bitious to do something for distinction, 
whether it is needed or not. Lacking 
cheek or judgment, they pull down, 
*ell or remodel the old church, which 
1s out of debt, else buy or build one at 
s cost far beyond the congregation's 
power to pay for. Then follows the 
financial and the moral and evil effects. 

The current expenses are made more 
burdensome, connectial claims are 
*tinted and an immense mortgage debt, 
bearing heavy anuual interest is in- 
curred, 

The people, in many ca%es, are taxed 
beyond their resources, the poor are 
embarrassed for lack of ineans to give, 
hence, remain away from services. 

The edge and flavor of the sermons 
are destroyed by tedious methods of 
collecting while time to the attendants 
becomes irksome. 

In this way the spiritual fervor of 
the charch is cooled, the appetite for 
divine things loses it relish, the heart 
grows feeble under these influences 
and the motive for giving becomes 
weaker, 

But the finanvial neceavities muzt 
be met all the same, and how #hall we 
meet themy 

We must find expedients to meet the 
emergencies, The Shnshack kings of 
Egypt have taken away the shields of 
gold from the armory of the Lord pre- 
pared by the Solomons, «0 we poor 
Rehoboems must provide brazon 
shields in their stead. 1 Kings, xiv, 
27, Hence, to meet these demands, 
the churches are compelled to substi- 
tate for the higher motives for giving, 
*elf-sacrifice and Christian benevolence 
the s0-called innocent amusements, us- 
ually the parents of **no harm sins.” 
With these needs come such as the rou- 
lette wheel, and prize games, dances and 
donkey-tail parties *ffor the Church.” 
Liquor tables with soft-drinks and 
dime musenm dramas. 

These images of the gaming and of 
the drinking saloon are carried on in 
the «anctuary of the Lord, and these 
«ncred (?) theatricals are performed 
upon His sacred altar. 

Tt has become #0 much the custom 
of the times that the world looks for, 
and expects the churches to supply its 
chief secular amusements, and the 
artists and the professionals expect the 
churches to farnish them employment, 
hall room, and the most of the money 
in payment for their services. The 
power of the pastors against the 
influence of the theatres, the barrooms 
and gambling hells is weakened. 

The class and prayer - meeting, the 
feeding pasture for the serions minded 
people, the refreshing pools for the 
care-worn and weary are snupplanted, 
and finally shorn of their interest and 
pow er, 

Hence the furnace fires of all the ec- 
elesiastical machitery are pnt out. 

But the follies, and their effects 
*top not here, We have the hot 
weather indulgencies to provide for. 
Hence another of these expedients to 
turn the effects of the warm weather in 
the interest of the church is the excur- 
$ion when the church gets 25 cts. for 
each $1.25 expended, with fights and 
rowdyism added. 

The summer campmeeting, or relig- 
i0us picnic, when the church is closed 
ſor months, Sunday school discontin- 
ned, congregations scattered, atten- 
dences broken off, and moral influence 
of the chatch curtailed. 

Now-it has come that the purposes 
of the class meeting are being directed 
and the burdens of leaders made more 
irksome by making them money 
gatherers instead of the trustees. _ 

Lo, these are but parts of the evils, 
something is wrong; wrong in method, 
wrong in spirit, wrong in practice. _ 

I trast you will not think me pess1- 
mistic because I look at facts as they 
are, I am ure that thirty-four years' 
toiling nnder these burdens and thess 
gray locks onght to argue my 8yYmPa- 
thy with my brethren 1n these con- 
ditions. 

But we seem to toil but gain not; to 
s0w but reap no adequate remnlts. 
Everything is in debt and there 1s 
much 8piritual drouth. 

The evils above mentioned are gen- 
oral as well as local in their revults, 
Fifteen hundred applications for finan- 
cial aid for struggling churches are on 
file in the Church Extension Office at 

"hiladelphis. 
mobs 9: BY Dr. Shaffer, told the 
writer, on Wednesday, November 4th, 
that $50,000 would not supply thy 
needs. 

T have selected one of our churches 
in ten chief cities, whose aggregated 
mortgaged debts were found to be 
$191,000, at 6 per cent per annum, 
which amounted to $11,460. Four of 
these churches were carrying $30,000 
each, or over. What do you Surmise 
is the amonut of interest paid anunally 
on the mortgage indebtedness of the 
entire church and property. 
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I. Apply more busigess methods to 


mattars of religion. 


Keep as much as possible within the ; 


bounds of the resonrces of the churge, 
make an estimate of the monthly ex- 
penses, including interest, then adopt 
a financial system and train the people 
to « plan of systematic giving. For 
examnple—snppose a church bas 600 
members enrolled, 200 may be de- 
dneted for aged, poor, children and 
the shirkers, 400 would be left. 

100 can pay perhaps $1.00 per 


month $100.00 


100 can pay perhaps 50c per mo $0.00 
100 can pay perhaps 25c per mo 25,00 
100 can pay perhaps 1560 per mo 15.00 

$190.00 


12 times $190—$2, 280 per year. 

The running expenses amounting to 
$1509- per month, wonld b6 $1,800, 
leaving $180 to go toward interest- or 
main debt. 

This or «ome such monthly income 
with collections for current expenses 
and two cash rallies during the year 
wonld keep the worst churches in a 
healthy financial condition. But you 
ask me if I would entirely do away 
with entertainments, picnics, excur- 
ions and campmeetiags. I keep mm 
mind that pure Christianity and prop- 
er church life have «omething to «nb- 
serve the wants of onr many sided hn- 
man nature. 

Hence I should have amnsements 
for my people, but with moderation 
and of the proper kind. \- 

I wonld have fresh air otfings for 
chnreh and Sunday schools, eithor pic- 
nies or exeursions, and get what reve- 
nues I could ont of them, besides pay 
ing expen=*es to help the chnrch, but 
they should be 0 conducted as not to 
become harmful nor made an annual 
dependence for church expenses. 1 
should engage in a campmeeting for a 
reasonable time if necessity required, 
if 8everal churches nnited under needy 
conditions for revivals only and not 
for the money there is in it. 

But I come back to the subject of 
sxstematic giving for religious pur- 
poses,. The people should be tanght 
the relations of true Christianity to 
material prosperity. 

This is illustrated and exemplified 
in Jewish economy by the fiths givmng 
—not what the Jew had not, but one- 
tenth of what he had; according as he 
bad he gave, and according as he gave 
God blessed und prospered him. Tt 
bas been said that the Jewish econuo- 
my has passed away, and that condi- 
tions have changed. But principle 1s 
the same today—*according as God 
has prospered him.” This has the 
Bible precept, and the veracity of God 
back of it, viz: 

REWARDS OF GIVING. 

Blessed is he that considereth the 
poor; the Lord will deliver him 1n 
time of trouble; the Lord will pre- 
serre him and keep him alive; and he 
shall be blessed npon the earth, and 
thou wilt not deliver him unto the will 
of his enemies. The Lord will 
strengthen him on the bed of lauguigh- 
ing; thou wilt make his bed in his 
sickness, Pealms xl, 1 

Trast-in the Lord;-aud do good, £0 
shalt thou dwell in the laud and verily 
thou shalt be fed. Palms xxxvii, 3 

Honor the Lord with thy snbstance, 
and with the first fruits of all thine 
increase; 80 #hball thy barns be filled 
with-plenty—aud thy. _presses $hall 
burst out with new wine, Prov. 1, 6. 

There is that scattereth and yet in- 
creaseth; there is that withholdeth more 
than is meet but tendeth to poverty, 
The liberal -soul shall be made fat, 
and he that watereth «hall be watered 
also himself. Prov. xviili, 17, 

And if thou draw ont thy sonl to 
the hungry, and satisſy the afflictel 
goul, then shall thy light rise in ob- 
scurity, and thy darkness be as the 
noonday; and the Lord sball guide 
thee continually, aud satisfy thy soul 
in the drought, and make fat thy 
bones, and thou shall be like a water- 
eq garden, and like a spring whose 
waters fail not. Isa. Iviii, 10. 

Bring ye «all the. tithes into the 
storehouse, that they may be meat in 
mine house; and prove me uow 


herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open 
to you the windows of heaven 


and pour you out a blessrag that there 
sball not be room enongh to receive it. 
And I will rebuke the devourer for 
your 8akes, and he shall not destroy 


the fruit of your ground, neither «hall 


your yine cast her fruit before-the 
time in the field, saith the Lord of 
hosts. Matt. 1ii, 10. 

Give and it sball be given nnto you, 
good measure, pressed down, shaken 
together and running over, $shall men 
give into yonr bosom.

I have showed you all things, how 
that 80 laboring ye ought to support 
the weak, aud to -remember the words 
of the Lord Jesns, how he *aid, It is 
more blessed to give than to receive. 
Acts xx, 35. 

Every man as he prepareth in his 
heart, s0 let him give; not gradgingly 
or of necessity; for God loveth « cheer- 
ful giver Aud God 1s able to make 
all grace, (and grace here means tem- 
poral blessings,) abound toward you; 
that ye*always baving all sufficiency 
in all things, may abound to every 
good work, 2 Cor, ix, T. 

In »pirit and purpose God com- 
menoced each institntion among men as 
they shonld coutinue. Before con- 
structing the first chareh in organic 
form at the base of Sinai he laid the 
needs before the people, and the 
wants upon their hearts, Before erect- 
ing the tabervacle, the people brought 
offerings of gold, silver, brass, tine 
twine, linen, badger skins died red, 
wood, ete., till they had to be told 
to stop. 

These peoples wore a nnmber of 
omgncipated slgves. "They were , 
80 poor, (igd ſyl them ou manng and 


OO — 


been gathering materials and wealth 
for three decales. 

These wers times when they eya- 
bolized Jehovah's wealth by the catthe 
npon & thousand hills, 

Today snch a symbol wonld be with- 
out significance: Gold, ailver, iron, 
conl, oil, copper mines, mills, factoriss, 
syadicates, trades, banks, commerce 
aud productive labor with good wages 
would be a more snitable and saggest- 
ive sxmbol of the exhaustless wealth 
God is now pouring into the lap of thr 
people of today 

The Lord our King only asks * 
reasonable tariff of the people for 1 
kingdom. 

But some may be ready to rep'y 
that this is the transient and construc- 
tive period of our people's advrance- 
ment; that many expedients are neces- 
#ary to prezent emergencies. 

The answer is, that this is tho 
strouger reason that we, the leader: 
and teachers, should begin now to 
construct aright, morally, religiously, 
financially and on & solid basis. 

Lay our foundations for the future 
growth and strength upon *BStone, 
gold and silver.” That is, do as God 
did the Hebrew people—lay the foun- 
dation npon the Ten Commandments | 
and «ystematic benevolence. 

I believe that the millions of dollars 
that the people of New England are 
consecrating aanunally to the aacred 


cause of Christian education 
and to COhristian 1881008 is 
dne primarily to sentiments 


inculcated into them by their large- 
hearted leaders and teachers during 
the constructive period of their nation- 
al-life. 

Under our present methods the min- 
istiy of the word is made to aerve 
tables. 

His heart and mind are over-bur- 
dened, he becomes secularized, has 
little or no time, in many cases, to 
apply his mind to studies, henes, the 
pulpit in too many instances falls be- 
low and fails to meet the demands of 
the pew. 

The time has arrived also when the 
question should be seriously consider- 
el among ns who need anch fine 
charches and costly services if it would 
not be wise to parchase more pars0n- 

ges and save rents, and to purchase 
al estate, start «ome church stores s0 

as to bring in revenues from other 

sonrces than by simply begging.

It is not onr present purpose to regard 

this scripture in its miraculons or 

again in its humanitanian aspect «how - 

ing Christ as one who conld be tonch- 

ed with a feeling for onr infirmities, it 
is as a miracle, «showing forth Christ's 

divine power and thns producing to 
the unbelieving Jews evidence of his 
Mea*ialisbip. 

Thus, this indicates first that he was 
entitled to consideration. But at this 
time we propose only to regard it as & 
beantsfnl parable of the soul's restora- 
tion to the Light of* God. 

1st. The sonl, when it begins its 
earthly life, and nntil anch time as it 
is blessed by the ministration of the 
spirit is blind originally, totally, igno- 
rantly, hopelessly blind. 

2nd. This state of blindness con- 
tinues through time and through eter- 
nity unless cured by Christ, no human 
kill, etc. This miraculons power of 
Christ alone, etc. 

3rd. When made to see the noul's 
joy is tempered by persecntion. The 
blind man in the text was finally cast 
out of the Synagogue, etc, Christians 
enconnters trials, etc. 

The contrast hetween right and 
blindness goes on forever. There is 
the glory of heaven in its eternal day. 
There is the awfulness of hell in its 
eternal night. We are to be dwelling 
forever in the bles8eq and blizsfal day 
of this one, or the frightfal midnight 
of the other. Those who suffer physi- 
cal blindness and who accept the offices 
of .Jesus, live upon the true buoyant 
hope that when relieved of the burden 
of the body, they shall have unclonded 
visions and eternal light. But the 
sonl that is born blind and goes out of 
earthly life withont the regenerating 
tonch of Jesuns, is blind for time and 
blind forever., Friends, God, when He 
created yon designed you for light 
chose today between sight and blindness 
—the happy radiance in which the re- 
deemed of the Lord bask or the horror 
of the great darkness which broods as 
the nightmare of hell upon. the-souls 
of the lost!

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COLD BY THE YARD, 
Wonderful Thinness to Which Beaters Re- 
duce the Precious Metal. 

The beating of the lnnumerable lit- 
| te £quare pleces of gold which are 
| used to cover domes and signs, and $0 
| on, forms a distinct industry in the 
gold trade which employs a large 
number of hands anJ1 requires no 
«mail amount of skFL. 

The long, low building in which the 
work & carried on ks filled throughout 
the day with the sound of hammers. 
On every #ide little boxes contaluing 
| tiny rolls of gold are to be secn, which, 
| although ouly measuring an lnch and 
one-balf in length, are each worth 
about $50, The gold Is received In 
bars one-elghth of an inch in thickness, 
an inch in width and welghlng 240 
penny welghts. This is rolled out into 
a ribbon thirty yards 10 length. 

It is then givea to the workmen in 
strips measuring seven yards, each of 
which is cut lato 180 pleces. These are 
now ready to be beaten out by hand. 
They are placed (pretected by fine 
skins) in a tool known as the clutch, 
and are thoroughly pounded out on 
x great granite block st in the ground 
in such a way that there is absoluwte- 
ly no vibratory movement. The pro- 
ovees Is repeated several times, the gold 
as it «spreads being continually gub- 
aivided until It is of the exact dimeu- 
slons required. 

The skins in which the gold is beaten 
are «0 delicate that they will tear as 
easily as paper, nevertheless they are 
of «0 fine a quality that they will with- 
s«tand the continual hammering for 
several years, The gold, which is fin- 
ally beaten down t© 200,000th of an 
inch, Is rubbed with brine” before 
heing place] in the skins, in order that 
it «hall not adbere to them. 

Easy as this work of beating out the 
gold may seem, it 1s, in reality, an art 
of a very deticate description. The 
workwmau must know to a nicety pre- 
c\sely how hard or genthe the blows of 
bis hammer must be ,and ako the ex- 
act spct on which they s«hould fall. Ac- 
cordingly, a very snpertor class of men 
are employed tn the business.—Pear- 
g0n's Weekly.

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PICTURED AS HE DIED 
The Only Photograph Ever Taken of x 
Man at the Instant of His Death. 


An extraordinary photograph is that 
taken a few days ago of the execution 
of a Seminole Indian in the Indian Ter- 
ritory. This Is a picture which shows 
a man at the lastant of his death. 

Death in this fastance was almost as 
quick as the* camera, for the man was 
$hot in the heart, and died, as it is 
sald, instardly,” The method of exe- 
cution was peculiar. 

The prisoner, who had been con- 
demned for murder, was taken out to 
the foot of a tree and seated upon a 
«mall rock. A-large white heaut had 
| been cut from gome calico, and this 
| had been carefully stitched upon his 

coat just over the heart, 

This made an unmistakable wark for 
the executioners to fire at. There 1s no 
other photograph of this kind in exis- 

| tence, for pictnres of death scencs- are 
rate. 

The quickest form of execution now 
in use Is, $ays its advrocates, electrocu 
tion, New York Is the only civilized 
State which kills is murderers by an 
electric +hock] The law nnder which 
this xystem was adopted is strimgent 
and mikes it impossible to take photo- 
graphs of a man in his dying moments. 

It is doubtful, however, If electrocu- 
ton kills its victim 0 quickly as a 
bullet fired into the heart, as was done 
with this Seminole Indian. The in- 
Stant of death would not be 0 accu- 
rately known. 

About a year ago a photograph was 
taken of a negro being burned at the 
Sttke in Texas. This was not-an offi 
cial execution, but a terrible form of 
lynch law, and the uvnbappy victim of 
the mob's vialence was tortured for 
wany minutes before his death. 

In France the condemned criminal 
is executed with the gnillcotine, Placing 
his head upon a block, in which a pace 
has been carefully hollowed out to re- 
celve it, the murderer exposes his bared 
neck under the glittering Knife. 

The, knife is snspended at the top 
of a slot and the elge is set at an angle. 
The knife of the guillotine is as #harp 
as & razor. 

It descends with incredible speed and 
force, and eHees off the head of its vic- 
tim as neatly as If it were a head of 
cabbage. The. guillotine has been the 
official instrument of death in France 
sInce the Revolutiou. No photograph 
has yet been taken of an execution by 
the guillotine. 

In Germauy the condemaed criminal 
is beheaded with an axe, This custom 
has come down from the Middle Ages, 
and is supposed to have many advran- 
tazes, although it Is not yery humane 
nor certain.
